As the total Japan- 
ese vote last year was 682 out of 
Ja poll of 1,472, the use of those 
votes in the open part of the 
election may easily be decisive. 
It will be plain that, while the 
Jemployment of the block vote to 
secure the return of two candi- 
dates may be laudable, its exten- 
sion to other seats ‘nominally 
/held by convention to belong to 
other nationalities is embarrass- 
jing although technically legiti- 
mate, 











As this journal pointed out on 
Monday, this is one of the dis- 
advantages of a hybrid system 
which is partly communal and 
partly open. As British and 
other voters’ can, if they wish, 
vote for Japanese candidates it 
would obviously be impracticable 
to argue that Japanese support 
should not be given ‘to non- 
Japanese candidates. Apart 
from anything elke Japanese 
partnership in the Settlement is 
highly valued by the other 
foreign nationalities and this 
Journal would refuse to endorse 
any a which tended to 
depreciate it. It must, however, 
be recognised that the system 
which, is so appropriate for 
ensuring Japanese solidarity in 
respect of the two Japanese seats 
accords but ill with the spirit of 
the contest for the other seats, 
Leaving out of account the two

‘To-day the British and Foreign 
Bible Society's China Agency 
holds its annual meeting. There 
record will be made of a con- 
tinuance of great traditions of 
service. The romance of the 
penetration of the Bible into the 
heart of this vast country, amid 
fall the perplexities and dis- 
couragements inherent in its 
teeming population, is, in itself, 
an epic of devotion. In the past. 
year the Society and its staff. 
have experienced special difticul- 
and setbacks in China. 
Therein has been illustrated how 
closely their activities concern 
the life of the people and the 
country. It is not surprising 
that the Bible has, by the mere 
machinery of its’ distribution, 
made valuable contributions to 
‘the best of all sciences: the i 
creasing study of mankind by 
man. Exploration, archaeology 
and" anthropology have been 
richly endowed by the efforts of 
those who direct the cfreulation 
Of the Holy Scripture in China, 
And with some magical grasp of 
the message which they bring, 
‘the colporteurs seem often to 
assume the guise of. willing 
ministers to the pains of human 
Of this side of the 
[Society's work countless tales 
jare to be told. In 1932 4,205,559 
Bibles, New Testaments ‘and 
“Portions” were sold as against 
4,506,415 in 1931, leaving out of 
Jaccount the circulation figures of 
‘the America and Scottish 
Societies, which, between them 




















in 1932’ reached a figure of 
‘over 5,000,000 copies.

One of those public bene- 
factors who ventilate public 
grievances in the public press 
hhas come forward again to pro- 
tost against the illegible signa 
ture nuisance. He took at 
random 160 letters from his 
considerable daily correspond- 
ence, mainly from professional 
and highly educated people, and 
found the number of legible 
signatures to be only 53 
per cent. 13 per cent, were 
utterly illegible and 34 per 
cent, wrapped the initials in 
obscurity. It is an old story. 
Long ago a famous man advised 
his son to make the cultivation 
of a legible signature one of his 
principal virtues. It is the 
merest courtesy to those on 
whom the benefit of your corres- 
pondencé is bestowed. It has 
the practienl merit of saving 
much time and if there is such 
an institution as the Society of 
Perfect Forgerers, it holds the 
view that there is’ nothing more 
difficult, to forge than the 
copperplate signature and 
nothing easier to reproduce than 
the freakish scratchings some- 
times affected by commercial 
magnates and literary geniuses. 
‘A famous British bank used to 
a rule to the effect that 
newly-joined member of its 
staff had to attain to a clear 
signature within six months on

In these days of typewritten 
letters there is much to be sai 





for the practice of typing the 
name and initials’ beneath the 
signature. Yet it is still. sur- 
prising how many men seem to 

content. with  hieroglyphical 
presentations of their names. If 
Shakespeare's inability’ to. spell 
was responsible for the nume- 
Tous versions of his name, how 
uch must be attributed to-day 
tothe failure of pen. in pro 
ea: misunderstanding re- 

ling names. A man. who 
Who begins his name with a 
stroke and_a fullstop, following 
them up with another stroke, 
horizontal dash and a’ serigele, 
may think he is. indicating the 
profundity of his intelligence 
andthe abundance of | his 
etivities, but his friends regard 
him differently’ and those who 
have never heard of him and are 
racking their brains over his 
dlleged signature will brand him 
dan infernal nuisance. 

Why bad handwriting should 
be accounted a matter of self 
congratulation is. really a 
mystery. Fortunately modern 
schools are disinclined to sup- 
port that form of petty pride. 
There was much to be said for 











the old writing master. Our 
great grandfathers have handed 
down legible manuseripts. Our 


grandfathers and fathers have 
not. Perhaps our grandchildren 
will redress the balance. Every- 
one knows the story of the editor 
whose writing was positively 
erptic and who, surprised to find 
that a rival newspaper had taken 
on a reporter whom he had dis- 
missed with ignominy, made a 
Jesting inquiry of his brother 
editor. The answer was simple. 
‘The reporter had used the 
vituperative letter of dismissal 
ag flaming testimonial for the 
successful acquisition of another 
and. a much better—job. 
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Still the universality of the 
typewriter to-day will probably 
retard the progress of reform. 
It should, however, make the 
cultivation of a-clear signature 





all the easier, even if it gives but 
slender practice in handwriting 
on the grand seale.

Since the most effective method

should be in order. The necessary, 
quiment, includes water, soapy 
glue, a sponge and a piece of soft 
Ehamols. The “soap. should 
shaved down (it must, be of @ pure 
fand non-alkatine brand) and stirred 
‘about’ in a quart of boiling water, 
Then dissolve about two ounces of 
granulated glue in a little more 
than a quart of boiling water. ‘The 
two tiglds are mixed topethor and 
allow stand.
